Boston Bar Helps Attorney 
General in Ousting of 
“Crime Partner.” 


(By Ute Associated Press) 
BOSTON, Feb. 21.— District At­ 
torney Joseph Pelletier of Suffolk 
county was removed by the supreme 
court today. The court found him 
guilty in several counts 
of 
“ mal­ 
feasance, misfeasance and nonfeas­ 
ance” in office. 
The court’s ruling was on charges 
brought by State Attorney General 
Allen that Pelletier had been a par­ 
ty to conspiracy to extort money 
under threats of prosecution and to 
suppress indictments. His relations 
with Daniel H. Copely and other lo­ 
cal attorneys was characterized by 
the attorney general as “a partner­ 
ship in crim e.” 
United States Senator James A. 
Reed of Missouri, as counsel for 
Pelletier, at the trial presented no 
testim ony in defense, arguing that 
the evidence connected him with no 
wrong doing and that the charges 
were merely the outgrowth 
of a 
conspiracy by personal and political 
enemies.

Second of Kind. 
The trial of 
District 
Attorney 
Pelletier of Suffolk County, before 
the full bench of the Massachusetts 
Supreme court, which began on De­ 
cem ber 27 last and ended January 
24, was the second hearing of the 
kind in the state's history and in­ 
volved 32 specifications of alleged 
“ malfeasance, misfeasance and non­ 
feasance in office” formulated by 
the grievance committee of the Bos 
ton Bar Association and by Attor­ 
ney Gemsral J. Weston Allen. Less 
than a year ago Nathan T. Tufts 
was removed as district attorney 
in Middlesex county in a similar 
proceeding. 
Evidence was presented against 
the district attorney, 
however, in 
only 21 of the charges. In IO of 
thos^[, he was accused of conspir­ 
acy to commit blackmail. Improper 
action in handling cases in his of­ 
fice was alleged in IO others and 
one 
specification 
attributed 
“ mis­ 
conduct” in two campaign addresses 
in which the state quoted Pelletier, 
while speaking as a candidate for 
mayor, as having promised immun­ 
ity from prosecution to anyone who 
got into trouble through defending 
him from reports that he intended 
to resign as district attorney*. Pelle­ 
tier withdrew from the m^yorality 
cam paign before the election. 
Took »Money Bribes? 
Attorney-General 
Allen 
alleged 
that 
the acts of Pelletier as dis­ 
trict attorney since Nov. 13, 1909. 
when 
he took office, down to

The state m aintain­ 
ed th at Pelletier should be removed 
because he had retained the assist­ 
ants in office knowing their con­ 
duct to have been improper.

Pelletier had conspired with Dan­

LARGEST SEMI-RIGID AIR-CRAFT IN U. S. BURNS TODAY 


NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 21. — The 
army dirigible, “Roma”, purchased by 
the United States government from 
Italy and only recently commissioned, 
was destroyed by an explosion ’today 
while operating over the Hampton 
Roads naval base. The big aircraft was 
believed to be carrying a number of 
passengers, and landed in flames near 
the naval -base/ Soon after she fell four 
of her men were taken off alive. 
The heat of the flames was so in­ 
tense that those near where .the craft 
fell were unable .to approach. The fouf 
men rescued were badly burned. 
■ The Roma, which was the largest! 
semi-rij'id aircraft in the world, was 
■ M ig in a southeasterly* direction, ac- 
sailing 
to those observing it She burst 
■■and fell like a comet to the 


earth. The explosion occurred shortly 
after two o’clock. 
Authorities at Langley Field, the 
home station of the Roma and the post 
at which she was assembled after being 
brought here from Italy, said that fully 
40 men were aboard the big airship, but 
whether there was loss of'life had not 
been ascertained half an hour after she 
was seen to burst into flakes. 
Reports from Portsmouth, which is 
near Ute naval base, said the Roma made 
a slanting plunge of hundreds of feet 
and struck a barracks building at the 
naval base and the explosion followed 
with a ripping crash. A, sheet of flame 
leaped from the rent in tile gas bag and 
the. passenger compartment was slung 
under it, dropping 20 feet to the ground 
below.

The arguments for such legislation merely strengthen the 
position of those who favor simple justice for the men and 
women who laid aside their daily vocafons and “did their 
bit", while those who wrere not selected remained at home and 
in peace and safety, reaped the rich rewards of conditions 
which necessitated the payment of exorbitant wages and 
salaries and the receipt of abnormal profits. 
Consider, therefore, the adverse arguments, the chief of 
which is that any adjusted compensation bill—it is viciously 
misleading to call it a “bonus" bill in the ordinary accepta­ 
tion of* the word—will cost large sums of money.

Adjusted compensation cannot be negotiated on any other 
basis than the expenditure of “large sums of money," but 
these sums are negligible in comparison with the vastly larger 
amounts expended for the benefit of those who not only did 
not interrupt their daily activities, but derived extraordinary 
benefits from their immunity.—Kansas City Journal.

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ONTARIO MAN FEEDS THOUSANDS OF 
WILD DUCKS BANDAGING, UP WOUNDS 
OF MANY HURT BY IDLE SPORTSMEN 


(By the I — fisted Frees) 
NEWBERN, N. C., Feb. 21.—iA 
tag bearing a number of verse from 
the Scriptures and the name of 
James Miner, Kingsville, Ontario, 
found tied to the leg of a wild 
duck killed recently by Clyde Keener 
of Tronton. Jones County, near bere 
has brought to light the existence 
of a haven for wild fowl on the 
north shore of Lake Erie to which 
the feathered tribes flock in huge 
numbers. Keener wrote Miner ad­ 
vising him of the finding of the 
tag. 
The latter In answering letter 
stated that wild ducks and geese 
stop at his farm during the coarse 
of their migratory journeys and 
that he and the birds are {he best 
friends. He said he had built a 
pond for the feathered tourists and 
that he feeds them 500 bushels of 
corn each year during their twb 
months stay at his place. 
Mr. Miner’s letter, in part, fol­ 
lows: 
“Thank you for having reported 
finding the tag. I how have tags 
returned to me off wild geese and 
ducks from North Carolina to Hud­ 
son Bay. In several Instances the 
tags have been found by Indians 
in the Far Nortlrogfter shooting the 
birds aud they have tak£n them to 
Hudson Bay agents, who forwarded 
them to me. 
In 23 States. 
“I have had tags returned from 
twenty-three 
different 
states and 
provinces, the fartherest south being 
Guydan, La., and 
the 
fartherest 
west being Englefield, Saskatche­ 
wan. 
“I try to tag all the birds that 
spend some time at my place. Fofty 
percent of those that I tag in the 
fall return to me the,, following 
spring. Others stay here alljthe time, 
in spite of the fact that the weather 
grows very cold. Is I am writing 
you there are about 75 wild geese 
and 40 wild ducks feeding within 
40 feet of me. They are keeping a 
small hole open in the pond and 
they are depending on me for food. 
“It took mb several years to get 
the birds coming. At last, however, 
a small bunch came and they ap. 
parently told others, until their lit­ 
tle flock grew into a small cloud, 
in fact, I have seen the wild geese 
rise up so thick that you could 
scarcely see through them, and their 
honking could be hbard over a mile 
away. 
' *... 
“During the last six or seven 
years 
I 
have 
fed 
them 
in 
the 
months of March and April 500- 
bushels of corn. When the birds stop 
off here they seem to leave all fear 
behind them. Even strange birds, 
visiting my place for the first time, 
let me come within a few feet of 


them. They evidently have been 
told by the old timers that there is 
no danger. 
‘I t is a great sight To see all 
these birds together. People for miles 
around have heard of what I~afe 
doing and thousai$ls.lave come to 
sen the sight. Even these strangers 
can come with forty or fifty feet of 
the wild birds 
without 
causing 
them any fright. Not a single bird 
ever has been shot on my premises 
and the feathered tourists seem jo 
know that when they stop off he^e 
they are on neutral ground. 
• Wounded Bird's Retreat. 
“Of course this is not so with 
regard to the surrounding territory, 
over which I have no jurisdiction. 
I have seen men shoot and wound 
a duck or a goose and I have seen 
the bird make a desperate effort 
to reach my place. Sometimes they

succeed and perm it. me to doctor 
them. At other tim* 
times they fall to 
the ground before they^ean reach the 
safety zone. 
“I am opposed to the deliberate 
slaughter of ducks and geese just 
for the sake of shooting them. 
We’ve got to be careful and call 
a halt to this destruction, for unless 
we are careful it won't be many- 
years before geese and ducks are 
hard to find. I am trying my beqjt 
to give the birds what protection 
I can. My system of tagging them 
is paft of this plan. I have ret* 
celved letters from many hunters 
who have written me that they up­ 
hold me in my work. 
’There is always fascination in 
to. 
overcoming prejudice 
and 
dislike. 
Wild birds, of course, consider all 
men to be their natural 'enemies. 
It has been mighty hard for me to 
convince them that 
I am 
their 
friend. However, that conviction-now 
seems to be spreading among them 
rapidly. Hundreds of new birds come 
here every year. I can always tell 
when a strange bird arrives. It 
seems very shy. Not so with the 
old timer, however. He comes Bail­ 
ing in as fast as he cat, honking 
a welcome and proceeds * to stuff 
himself on corn. 
Mallard Is Faithful. 
“I have one mallard duck, which 
was hatched and raised by a do­ 
mestic fowl in* 1912. She has now 
migrated and returned to me each 
spring and has raised fonr families 
in five summers, two eights and two 
nines. 
“ My friend, to see my pets re­ 
turn to me year after year for food 
and protection after they have evi­ 
dently shied around and outwitted 
thousands of hunters who hid in 
ambush for them, and to see wild 
geese come home bleeding and \flth 
legs broken, makes me feel that my 
work is really worth while.”

A few years ago, after a lifetime 
spent in the ministry. Rev. B. F. 
Stegall retired from regular pas­ 
toral work and in looking about 
for a business opening decided to 
raise garden plants for the public. 
Beginning with some small hot beds 
on the rear of his home lots on 
West 10th street he has gradually 
built up a business of such propor­ 
tions that the entire back premises 
is almost a soldid hot bed. He has 
often found it difficult to raise 
enough of some kinds to supply thef 
demand. Just now he has several 
hundred thousand young plants of 
various kinds and more coming on. 
His system is to plant the seed in 
rows in the hotbeds wide enough to 
make it possible to plant other 
seed as soon as th«j first planting 
has made a start. By the time the 
older planting is sold the second is 
just getting a good start 
and 
a 
third planting is made where the 
first crop grew.«In this way it is 
possible to get several crops of cab­ 
bage, tomatoes or other plants dur­ 
ing one season. Just now bis cab­ 
bage and Bermuda onions are farth­ 
est advanced but there is a whole­ 
sale quantity of everything else thaf 
will be ready in season. Mr. Stegall 
has built up a widcj reputation. Last 
year orders came from as far away 
as Colorado, while Texas and Ark­ 
ansas people were good' customers, 
to say nothing of the entire state 
of Oklahoma. Although the returns 
from the hundreds of thousands of 
plants he sells evcjry year look 
large, there £s a great deal of hard 
work attached to the business and 
considerable expense. 
Mr. 
Stegall 
has always been a liberal advertiser 
through the columns of the News 
and people have learned to watch 
the paper to see what he had in 
stock at the time. H is. well kept 
home and grounds are worth a vis­ 
it from any one who takes an inter­ 
est in home life.
